The announcement by the 
Board-of Assessors that approval 
of the 1964 Tax Rate at $79.00 
per thousand by the Department 
of Corporations and Taxation 
will, without doubt, cause some 
concern for our taxpayers. This 
is the largest increment we have 
ever experienced. 

Neither space nor time allow 
the Board to give a detiiilccl ac¬ 
count of the reasons for this in¬ 
crease but we do feel, in your 
behalf, that basic factors should 
be discussed. 

In each case the comparison is 
made between the years 1963 and 
1964. 

“Total Appropriations” voted 
by the Town Meeting members 
shows an increase of 4.4 percent, i 
"Overlay” an amount used to 
meet statutory exemptions, has 
increased 106 percent.

RIVERDALE DAIRY 


By Edith LaFrancis 

It is irk.some to read the work of a historian who uses a smug 
and superior tone and calls our ancestors “simple people." At the 
tiwe Agawam was incorporated in 1855, life called for a lot of horse 
sense and inventiveness. Industry was expanding and progressive 
farming was making use of new inventions and procedures. 

James N. Bagg (cousin to Richard who ran one of the bigge.st 
market gardens on Riverdale Road) had a farm just south of Witch’s 
P*ath facing the Connecticut. Ilis diary shows the diversity of prob¬ 
lems encountered by the breadwinner of 1855. His household wa.s 
composed of father, mother who was nearly bed-vidden, a young wife 
and baby- girl. Under items for March are—Went to Ashley’s Mill 
for 12 posts. Went to Betsey GofF and got measured for a whole 
suit. Went to Capt. Eldredge’s and took notes for Hatch, auctioneer. 

April 2. Helped wash and went to town meeting. Water froze 
1 inches thick. Froze in kitchen-all day. Went to library meeting 
in evening and drew five books. April 27, Ploughed potato land 
witli oxen. 

May 10, Sowed peas. Planted cucumbers, tomatoes, cabbage in 
hot bed frames. Dug up hops and set out under bank. Father made 
soap, bvitchered, and went over to the street n.s usual. May 14, Wash- 
e^-i trees with lye watei-. Other May items—Planted seeds in garden 
after soaking them 18 hours. Fixed watering tub in street,and made 
bridge in the hollow. Went to Springfield. Got baby wagon. 

June—Uncle Fellus made his appearance first time in 10 years. 
Went to see mowing machine work at Atwater’s. 

July 4, Mowed in burying ground in morning. Carried Mary to 
Springfield. Visited friends, also Armory grounds. Saw balloon 
ascension and the last of the boat races and fireworks. 

August—Bound rye and cradled oats. Went to Ashlejrville tak¬ 
ing census. Took statistics in Shad Lane. 

September—to Mittineague cotton mill for statistics. Wrote 
notice for Flour Dealers’ meeting. 

October—Cattle show, on committee for cheese, honey and vege¬ 
tables. . To Northampton Fair. Finished Assessors writing. Pound¬ 
ed clothes (part of washing). Got in corn and apples. Sat up V 2 
night with Mahlon Ix)omis (had typhoid fever). Father made cider 
from 44 bushel apples. Helped boil STt-g yds. cotton, 3^ b.nrrel cider, 
and 32 lbs. quince preserves. Heard Charles Sumner at Springfield. 
Cleared out ice house. Went to Whig Caucus. 

November—Cleaned Mother’s room, pantry. Changed carpets. 
Organized Farmer’s Club. Made 24 doz. candles, Mary chopped 
mince meat and cut apples, made samp, etc. Made fire board for 
kitchen fii*eplace, put new doors on stove. Tried working in Mill and 
did not like it. 

On Jan. 2, 1856 went to Feeding Hills and had dinner with Al¬ 
fred Flower, town clerk. He claims right to register all births and 
death.s since the town was divided. Home by way Morley Bridge. 

March 26—Commenced bathing in cold water (Hardly a sign of 
Spring, for next item is “3 men crossed ice on foot.”) 

April—Father went to Parish meeting, bought old slip (seat) 
for 814.35. Began fishing at Fish Place, caught 44 shad. 

June—Set out tobacco for Hathaway. Rode horseback to Amos- 
lown. Nonesuch and Wolf Swamp. 

Feb. 17, 1857. Trip to Agawam. Pleasant ride. Visited Shel¬ 
don Brooks and Wilbur Wilson, milkmen who use most modern 
methods. 

And so it goes on. Mother dies. A son is born. Time ticks off 
the se.isons and life is neither "simple” nor boidng.

The Veterans Administration 
has started i.=i3uing the American 
Medical Association emergency 
medical identification card to se¬ 
lected veterans at its hospitals 
and outpatient clinics across the 
nation. 

The VA said all its patients 
whose nredical conditions carry 
special hazard, should they be 
i-endered unconscious by accident 
or sudden illness, will receive the 
card. Among these may be epilep¬ 
tics, those allergic to ceitain 
drugs or foods, contact lens wear¬ 
ers, and veterans taking certain 
medicines. 

Por such patients the informa¬ 
tion on the cai'd can be life-sav¬ 
ing, should they be unable to tell 
of their medical conditions. It will 
warn the doctor that these con¬ 


ditions exist and could, for ex¬ 
ample, prevent him from admin¬ 
istering a drug to a patient high¬ 
ly allergic to it. 

Decision on whether to issue the 
card wil be made in each individu- 
al case by the VA physician treat¬ 
ing the patient. 

The card is designed for use 
outside the hospital. Within VA 
hospitals and clinics, regular 
means of emei’gency medical iden¬ 
tification v;ill be used. 

The card hu.'s space for name, 
address, and telephone number of 
the carrier, his religion, those to
